About 100 bird shot lodged in Douglass’ 
right leg. 

Hodeman today said the gun was 
lying at his, feet when it was sud- 
denly discharged. He was about to 
move to another position, he. said, 
and following his usual custom he 
reached down to throw the safety at- 
tachment on his gun before picking 
it up. 

At that time De@tuglass was moving 
through the weeds to Hodgman’s 
left, but Hodgman did not know this. 
Hodgman was wearing gloves and 
this ‘interfered with his effort to 
throw the safety attachment on his 
gun. 

He believes that while he was feel- 
ing for the safety attachment a 
movement of the grass, caused by 
his hand, threw the trigger. 

Hodgman took Douglass on a launch 
to Grafton and, after obtaining emer- 
gency treatinent for him there, brought 
him to St. Louis., At the hospital this 
morning it was said his injuries were 
not considered serious.

RANDCUFFED MAN 
HIS OWN ATTORNEY 
IN FEDERAL COURT 


Rehises to Let toner Repré- 
sent Him, and Gets .5-Year 
Sentence for Theft. 


The unusual sight ofa defendant ac-:: 
ing as his own attorney while hand- 
cuffed, was viewed in the Federal Court. 
St. today Thomas Mc 
Cambridge, 45 years old. charged with 
stealing underwear from an interstate 
shipment, on Oct. 17, while” presenting 
the above spectacle, also created much 
interest in the manner in which he con 
cucted his own trial. 

When the first panel of jurors” were 
brought in, McCambridge, then unhand- 
cuffed, shouted out to.the Court: 
~“T won't have him, I won’t have him,’ 
pointing at his attorney, Alexander 
Flannigan. “What seems the matter 
there?’ Judge Francis Wright inquired. 

‘He's betrayed a trust. I won't have 
him,’’ McCambridge exclaimed. 

Flannigan. then, arose and explained 
to the Court that McCambridge’s broth- 
er had retained him, paying hima re- 
tainer fee of $50. He said that’ he had 
betrayed his client in no manner. 

However, as his client insisted, Flan- 
nigan withdrew from the case. Mc- 
Cambridge announced that he would hct 
av his own attorney 

Judge Wright told him to examine 
the panel. McCambridge took one look 
at the men in the jury box, — turn- 
ing to the Court, said: 

“O, I guess that body of men will do,” 

District Attorney Charles Karch then 
cxamined them, one by one, and’ an- 
nounced that the Government accepted 
them. Then the trial commencéd. 

McCambridge arose to make a. state- 
ment to the jury, but switched off, and 
began denouncing his former counsel! 
Time and again he was told he was 
out of order. Finally Wright said: 

“Now you sit down.”’ 

McCambridge obeyed, first slamming 
a pencil. and book down upon a table 
with terrific might. 

“I’m not getting a square deal around 
here—first my lawyers went back on me 
—now the Court’s against me,” he said. 

“Handcuff that man,” the Judge or- 
dered. 

The manacles were placed on his wrist 
and the trial proceeded. 

Witnesses testified that the defendant 
had been seen picking up underwear 
from the side of a box car on Oct. 17. 

Then McCambridge arose to make his 
final plea, the handcuffs rattling as he 
shook his hands together, repeating time 
and again: 

“Everybody's against me.”’ 

The jury Was out two minutes, re-

Russian Right Ise Deflercted, 
“Maj. Moraht, the military critic of the 
Tagebiatt, declares that Gen. von Hin- 
denburg’s advance south of the Vistula 
has exercised effective pressure on the 
whole Russian right wing, and deflected 
it southward from its natural line of 
retreat on Warsaw.

READY FOR WAR

SIMPLE and satisfactory fash- 

A ion in which to follow the cam- 

paign in the East is to take a 
map which shows the whole field of 
operations, including East and West 
Prussia, Poland, Silesia and Galicia, 
and on it lay down a line from the 
extreme northeastern point of East 
Prussia to the extreme southeastern 
point of Bukowina. In a general way, 
this line will represent the front of 
the Russian armies at the opening of 
the war. Now, divide this line into 
three parts, one facing East Prussia, 
a second behind Warsaw, a third on 
the frontier of Galicia—these will 
represent the three masses of Rus- 
sian armies, to be described in this 
article as the Russian armies of East 
Prussia, Poland and Galicia. 

Now, looking at the map, it will be 
geen that a slight advance of the 
East Prussian and Galician armies 
could bring them into German and 
Austrian territories respectively, 
while owing to the westward sweep 
of Russian Poland the army of Po- 
land could advance for nearly 200 
miles in Russian territory before it 
reached the frontier. 

Now draw a second line from Cra- 
cow to Dantzig. Looking then at the 
map, it will be seen that when all 
these Russian armies arrived at this 
line they would be, in fact, ready 
to begin a sweep west, with one 
flank on the Baltic, the other on the 
Carpathians, and the center facing 
Breslau and Poland. But until East 
Prussia and Galicia were conquered, 
there could be no such alignment, 
end any advance of the center would 
expose it to attack from the north- 
ern and southern salients. 

First Russian Move. 
It was natural, then, that Russian 
- armies should first invade Galicia 
and East Prussia, having mobilized 
as they did on the first line suggest- 
ed above. Thus, before Aug. 25, a 
considerable Russian force flowed 
over into East Prussia, overran most 
of the province, and for the mo- 
ment seemed to be irresistible. This 
was the first Russian movement. To 
meet it, the Germans rushed four 
army corps from the west, won the 
battle of Tannenberg, and before 
Oct. 1 cleared East Prussia of Rus- 
sians and threw the Russian army 
back to the Niemen. 

At the same time, the Russian 
army of Galieia crossed the Austrian 
frontier and drove westward, with 
Lemberg as a central point. Lem- 
berg was occupied Sept. 1; by Sept. 
12 the Russians were west of the San 
River and driving for Cracow, pound- 
ing the Austrian armies to pieces as 
they advanced, and approaching the 
outworks of Cracow. 

A second German 
was then required. This time the 
Germans, gathering up all their 
strength, drove at the Russian cen- 
ter, against the Russian army of Po- 
land. The immediate purpose of this 
advance was to compel the Russians 
to retire troops from Galicia and use 
them to reinforce the army of Po- 
land. A secondary object was to 
occupy Western Poland and take up 
a defensive line from the Baltic to 
the Carpathians. 

Natural Defense Line. 

To grasp the German conception, 
draw a third line, this time from 
Koenigsberg, through Warsaw and 
Przemysl to the Carpathians. Such a 
line would have as a military ad- 
vantage the Masurian lakes, the 
Narew, Vistula and San Rivers. Be- 
hind these natural obstacles, the 
German-Austrian armies could hope 
to stand on the defensive for an in- 

- definite time. 

The second German counterstrike 
succeeded, temporarily, in its first 
object. Russian troops were with- 
drawn from Galicia and transferred 
to Poland. Austrian armies were 
able to take the offensive, and regain 
Western Galicia. But before War- 
saw the Germans were outflanked, 
and compelled to retire hastily, and 
the general withdrawal presently ex- 
tended to Galicia, where Austrian 
troops fell back, and the Russians 
again approached Cracow. 

Meanwhile, Russia, in her turn, 
struck back, using her East Prussian 
army. Once more, look at the first 
line, and it will be seen that with

Every Preparation Had Been 
Made and Nothing Was 
Needed When Time Came. 


Prof. Roland G..Usher of Washington 
University, author of ““Pan-Germanism,”’ 
spoke before the Coterie Club at the 
Washington Hotel last right on “How 
Germany Financed the War.” 

Usher said that Germany had every- 
thing in readiness, and the marvelous 
speed with which the army was mobil- } 
ized, and put to the front was one of 
the most extraordinary things ever ac- 
complished. 

“The English and the French went 
about their war measures in the same 
manher that they did in the eighteenth 
century,” Usher said. ‘‘They went to 
war just as nations did before political 
economy was ever discussed. Their 
method was archaic, as compared with 
the Germans. 

“Germany had long realized her seri- 
ous position in Europe. The German 
ypeople were practically in the center of 
Europe, and had to look out for them- 
selves. 

“They knew that the war was boun4 
to come some day—and so they prepared 
tu ‘defend themselves, if necessary, from 
two nations at once. This preparation 
for protection and defense likewise gave 
them the resources to attack two na- 
tions at once, if need be.”’ 


Usher said that practically no 
money was needed at the outbreak 
of the war. The railroads were 
owned by the Government—so to 
send the soldiers to the front only 
required that a pass be given each 
soldier, and off he went. They need- 
ed to buy no automobiles—they sim- 
ply requisitidned all they needed, and 
gave in return a government paper 
which called for so much to be paid 
the owner in the new paper money 
just issued. 

‘‘Money itself is only an article of ex- 
change,”’ he said. ‘‘War does not cause 
prices to rise, or to slump, It is the 
iaw of supply and demand. And the 
imperial bureau of Germany saw tq it 
that the prices were kept down to a 
right proportion.” 

Usher said that when the war was de- 
clared only about 6 per cent of the Ger- 
man population was unemployed. 

“and work for these, who did not go 
to the front, was speedily found,’’ he 
said. “If there was a demartd for a 
manufacturer’s products, the Govern- 
ment saw that the factory supplied it. 
If there was no demand for those prod- 
ucts, they turned the factory to some- 
thing else that was needed.’’ 

Usher said that most people did not 
realize the enormous resources of Ger: 
many today. “That is a country cf 
70,000,000 people,’’ he said. “Only about 
6,000,000 are under arms. Of the remaiz- 
der, only about 15,000,000 are children, 
and of these a goodly proportion are 
boys, and a large number of these be- 
tween the ages of 12 and 20. There are 
enough men left in Germany to carry 
en the general work. The prisoners 
they take will be put to work raising 
food products for Germany—and Ger- 
mans will eat it.’’ 

Usher said that today he Is receiving 
notices from German publishers, saying: 
‘Despite the war, we are able to fulfill 
your orders as formerly.”

The Russian Dilemma. 

In this situation, the Russians have_ 
to choose between drawing back 
troops from East Prussia to rein- 
force their army of Poland, and 
drawing back their army of Poland 
slowly. Looking at the map, it will 
be seen that _this army is still much 
west of the northern and southern 
forces, and further withdrawal is 
possible without affecting the gen- 
eral alignment. 

As it now stands, the problem is 
this: Can Germany exercise suffi- 
cient pressure. on the Russians in 
Poland to halt two successful Rus- 
sian advances, one in Galicia, the 
other in East Prussia? If she can, 
we shall presently see Russian troops 
retreating from before Cracow and 
Koenigsberg. But if Russia can 
bring up sufficient reserve without 
weakening her invading armies, the 
German advance may be halted, 
while the progress of Russian armies 
north and south may in turn compel 
the Germans in Poland to retire to 
their defensive lines on the frontier, 
‘ and send reinforcements to East 

Prussia and Galicia. : 

A Napoleonic Move. 

Von Hindenburg, tn Poland, is now 
attempting to do what Napoleon 
tried in Eastern France in 1814. Na- 
poleon, with a small army admirably 
led, endeavored by successive blows 
to hold back three armies moving 
west toward Paris. Each of them in 
turn he defeated splendidly, but 
while he was fighting with one, the 
other two slipped forward, and he 
was compelled to turn to deal with 
them before he could destroy the 
army he had just beaten. 

Similarly, when the Russian Army 
of East Prussia was assailed, it with- “ 
drew, having suffered defeat, but 
the armies of Galicia and Poland 
advanced. Today, the army of Po- 
land, being attacked, is withdraw- 
ing, but those of Galicia and East 
Prussia are storming forward fu- 
riously. The parallel with the Na- 
poleonic ampaign is plain. Von 
Hindenburg seems to be displaying a 
real measure of Napoleon's genius, 
but numbers are terribly against him. 
Napoleon was finally crushed be- 
cause Marmot surrendered Paris to 
one of the invading armies which 
had penetrated that far west while 
Napoleon was battling with the other 

| two. For Von Hindenburg, the 
| Austrians seem to be playing Mar- 
mont’s role. 

Meantime, no one should mistake 
the great value of Russian operations 
to the allies in the west. More and 
more, demands on German resources 
are being made by Russian progress, 
and in this time French and British 
numbers continue to mount rapidly. 
So far, the allies seem to be working 
in perfect harmony and co-ordina- 
tion, and the ‘‘War on the two 
fronts’”’ is beginning to assume the 
proportions all German writers have 


suggested with apprehension. ing.

Gen. Joffre Calis His 
Men “Little Rabbits” 


Soldiers Love French Commander, “Who In- 
puires Among Wounded at Moments When 
There Is a Lull in Actual Fighting. 


PARIS, Nov. 2.—‘“Le Matin” gives in 
a letter from the front a short but 
very interesting account of Gen. 
Joffre at his headquarters. On this oc- 
casion the Frencn commander in chief 
had established himself on the left wing 
in a mill near the River Somme. The 
telegraph and telephone lines connect- 
ing the genera! staff with the corps 
and division headquarters had been 
led int@® the mill, while the general 
staff cavalry escort was picketed in 
a field near by. Behind it a long line 
of outomobiles was parked on the 
slope of a hill. 

The General, says the correspondent, 
pacéd a short path in‘ front of the 
mill, while he talked with his chief 
of staff. Wearing ordinarily only 4 
mustache, for the last few days he 
has had little time even for sleep, 
and now his beard has grown, and this, 
Wuite lixe his mustache, makes him 
the type of an officer of the time of 
Louis Philippe. : 

Hardy a minute passed that the 
General’s conversation with his chief 
of staff was not interrupted by the 
arrival of news from some quarter or 
another. Now it was brought by an 
officer in an automobile or on horse- 
back and-now by a motor cyclist or by 
a soldier on a bicycle. 

. Joffre Watches Battle. 

If it was an officer, he explained his 
mission to the General or the chief of 
staff, and maps were brought out as the 
higher officers @iscussed the situation 
and pointed out the positions to be 
taken under the orders for which the 
courier had asked. From a subaltern or 
a soldier the chief of staff received the 
envelope brought and signed a receipt. 
Constantly the commander in chief was 
talking .with his officers, examining 
maps or following: through his field 
glasses the movements of the battle.

The heavy artillery kept 
up a constant fire, while the attack was 
directed against two small villages be- 
tween three and four kilometers from 
the general headquarters. Shrepnel 
could be seen bursting over these vil- 
lages, while the shells from the big 
guns exploded in the earth, digging 
huge trenches and throwing up great 
clouds of black smoke. But the General 
and his soldiers were used to this 
music, and it did not interrupt their 
discussion. 

There was an attack by the Germans 
and immediately a counter-attack from 
our side. Several columns of the enemy 
had been signaled as marching egainst 
a part of our line and our artillery, 
massed behind a small hill, awaited the 
opportune moment for concentrating its 
fire against the heads of these columns. 
Suddenly, with a terrific noise, all of 
our batteries opened together. This 
lasted for perhaps 20 minutes. Then 
there was silence. The cannon of the 
enemy had been forced to withdraw 
and his attack had failed. 

Talks to the Wounded. 

‘The Commander in Chief, who had fol- 
lowed this action with great attention, 
now turned his back upon the fighting 
and gave his interest to that which was 
passing nearer at hand.

WHITE HOUSE ON

WASHINGTON, Nov. ®. — President 
Wilson conferred last night with Secre- 
tary Daniels of the Navy Department 
and Acting Secretary Lansing of the’ 
State Department on the situation pro- 
duced by the firing by Turkish ltand 
forces on the launch of the American 
cruiser Tennessee at Smyrna, — Mi- 
nor. 

The President summoned the two sec- 
retaries to learn if there had been any 
word from Turkey shedding light oa 
the reasons for the firing, but found 
that neither the cables nor the wireless 
had yielded a syliable of imformation. 
The war virtually has paralysed cable 
communication to Asia Minor, and such 
messages as are received come by 
roundabout routes, avout five Gays late. 
If there is continued delay it is prob- 
able the American Government will ask 
the British admiralty for the courtesy 
of its wireless in the Mediterranecan t 
reach the American ships. 

The President and his Cabinet are as- 
suming that the shots fired at the Amer- 
ivan launch were merely a friendly 
warning, miving the customary notice 
that the port was mined and close, 
Even if the shots were fired with hos- 
tile intent, the Washington Government 
believes the Ottoman Government would 
render apology promptly for unauthor- 
ized acts of subordinate officials. 

In no quarter here is the incident. or 
its consequences regarded as serious, 
for the United States has no quarfel . 
with Turkey. The American Govern- 
ment is caring for Turkfsh subjects and 
interests in France and Great Britain 
and there has been every évidence of 
friendliness between Washington .and 
Constantinople.

LONDON, Nov. 2.—The tollowing de- 
scriptive account which has sbeen com- 
municated by an eyewitness present with 
general headquarters continues and sup- 
plements the narrative published Nov. 
17 of the movements of the British force 
and the in immediate 


touch with it: 
“Nov. 16.—The nature of the situation 
on our front has not altered since the 


last letter. The 
tinued to press generally along our line 
and have focused their attention mostly 
around Ypres, there has up to 
now not been a resumption of the vio- 
lent attacks against that place. 

“Friday, the 13th, was windy with 
much rain. Trying as life in the trench- 
es is under such conditions, our men 
had at least the consolation of knowing 
that the enemy were in a worse plight, 
for the wind blew steadily in their faces. 

“On our left thé morning passed in 
desultory shelling, which gradually 
swelied -in the afternoon into a 
fierce bombardment of the section of our 
line running south to the Menin-Ypres 
road. This was the prelude to an attack 
faiong the whole line. Around Ypres 
the enemy rushed our trenches at one 
‘point, but they were driven out again 
and the assault was repulsed. Here 
again our losses, though heavy, were 
much less than those of the enemy. 

Ypres Often Bombarded. 

“As each successive attempt to take 
Ypres by assault fails, the bombard- 
ment of the unhappy town is renewed 
with ever increasing fury. 

“Further to the south, on our left 
center, a little ground was lost there 
and here and then regained. On our 
center and right and indeed along the 
whole of our line, the hostile artillery 
appeared to have received orders on this 
day to search the area itn the rear of 
our trenches. This no doubt is part of 
the policy of wearing down. 

‘On the right, on the night of the 
18-14, a German trench was taken by 

portion of our battalions, the occu- 

ants being bayonetted or taken pris- 
ge Part of another battalion, which 
advanced during the night, en- 
countered some of the enemy who were 
attempting a similar operation. <A 
hand-to-hand fight ensued, in which we 
came off the victors; we killed 2 Ger- 
mans and lost only two men ourselves 

“Saturday was very cold and there 
also was some rain. On our left, pro- 
ceedings were started with the usual 
heavy shelling and the Germans again 
resumed the offensive in the afternoon 
south of the Menin-Ypres road, with a 
similar result to that obtained on the 
previous day. They penetrated our line 
at one or two points, but soon were 
driven out and the line was almost com- 
pletely restored. 

People Desert Armentieres. 

“Further to the south the French 
Made an attack near Wytschaete and 
gained some ground under cover of a 
very heavy fire from their guns. In the 
afternoon our left center was subjected 
to shelling alone and in our center Ar- 
mentieres was subjected to similar 
treatment. The town now is practically 
deserted by its inhabitants. 

“During the day Bethune was bom- 
barded by the enemy, who continued 
to devote his attention to the towns. 
villages and roads in the rear of our 
line, rather than to tne trenches thern- 
‘selves. 

"On Sunday, the 5th, on our left, 
west of Ypres, a well-conducted « ounter 
attack was carried out against that 
portion of the line occupied by the 
‘enemy on the previous day where he 
had established himself in some sta- 
bles and trenches. Two attempts al- 
ready had failed, when a gun was 
brought up to within 300 yards range. 
After four rounds had been fired a 
party succeeded in carrying the posi- 
tion, th» subaltern m command being 
killed. 

“The attack was ted by the company 
Sergeant-Major.

Many of them speak 
English well and display great ingenu- 
ity and effrontery in getting out of tight 
corners.

‘‘Another reason for penetrating our 
lines is the cutting of telephone wires 
and behind one section of our front 
breaks have of late been very frequent 
That the damage has not been entirely 
due to bursting shells, has now been 
proved by the capture of one of the 
enemy’s secret agents, carrying wire 
eutters and a rifle.

NOW QUARANTINED 


Dr. Starkloff Says Disease Is 
Prevalent in State and Will 


Ask Legislature to Act. | 


The Health Department added 25 sal 


of diphtheria to the quarantined list this 
morning and released 17 from quaran- 
tine, leaving 465 cases under surveil- 
lance in the city. 

Health Commissioner Starkloff an- 
nounced that reports from the State 
authorities indicate that diphtheria is 
prevalent to an unusual extent through- 
out the State, but the condition in the 
city or State does not amount to an 
epidemic. 

In October, 1913, there were 286 cases 
of diphtheria in the city, and in Octo- 
ber this year, 352 cases were quaran- 
tined. 

Dr. Starkloff will draft bill for the 
next Legislature appro lating $25,000 
for the manufacture of diphtheria anti- 
toxim serum by the State, to be fur- 
nished free to the needy. The high prices 
charged by retail druggists, probably as 
a result of prices fixed by manufac- 
turers, put tle serum beyond the reach 
of many families, Starkloff said, and 
the State should follow the example of 
St. Louis in furnishing the serum free.

-Commission for Relief in Belgium 
whick was formed by Ambassador Wal- 
ter Hines Page in London soon after 't 
became apparent that famine was im- 
pending, has opened offices at 71 Broad- 
way and hired dock space. 

The commission announced today that 
it was ready to ship provisions in any 
quantity straight through to Belgium. 
This commission is attending strictly to 
the transportation end of Belgian relief 
work, and does not in any way conflict 
with relief committees already consti- 
tuted in America. It has the funds to 
handle all the shipments which Amer- 
loa can raise this winter and it has 
made all diplomatic arrangements to 
have the food sent expeditiously with- 
out interference. 

Already 17,000 tons of food have been 
sent across the sea and distributed, with 
the help of the German military author- 
ities; 30,000 tons are now afloat, and the 
commission announced today that 40,000 
tons more were in sight.

man of the commission, said today: 
“In spite of the efforts of the Bel- 
gian relief commission, the Rockefeller 
Foundation and many other organiza- 
tions at work in the West, Belgium can- 
not be fed at this pace.

CREAM OF RUSSIAN 
TRADE AWAITS U.S 


Czar’s Government Wishes to 
See America Replace Ger- 
many as Seller. 


Correspondence of the Associated Press. 
PETROGRAD, Oct. 25.—The failure of 


the United States to enter into immedi- 
ate negotiations for a new trade treaiv 
with Russia is causing considerable sur- 
prise in Petrograd. 

When, more than a month ago, offi- 
cials here understood that preliminary 
steps would be taken by the United 
States to sound the Russian Foreign Of- 
fice on the subject of trade relations, 
and ascertain whether proposals point- 
ing toward the formulation of a new 
treaty would be welcome, the Minister 
of Foreign Affairs took the view that 
Russia stood ready to receive such pro- 
j posals, and that they would be receive 


reopen, or, more properly, to extend, the 
comemrcial relations with America. 

In the Foreign Office here it wag 
taken for granied that this would be 
the preface to inrmediate action by the 
United States. According to informa- 
tion from the Foreign Office, the terms 
of a new treaty have not been discussed, 
but it was suggested that these would 
be most favorable to the United States. 

‘As evidence of our good faith,’ said 
M. Sazonoff, Minister of Foreign Afr- 
fairs, ‘‘we are already allowing Amegr- 
ica the commercial privilege enjoye&é 
by those countries whose treaties witn 
us contain the most favored nation 
clause. America has here an unparg!- 
leled opportunity. Russia offers a wide 
field for the particular kind of products, 
machinery, medical apparatus, electrical 
supplies, etc., in which America specia'- 
ised. The field is lost to Germany. Rus- 
Sia herself cannot hope at once to de- 
“elop the resources and technical skili 
recessary to supply these necessities. 
I'rance and England can help, but they 
bave not the same qualifications as 
| America, which is especially adapted 
to suppiying the Russian market. 

““‘We are therefore awaiting with great 
interest the proposals of the United 
States. Until these are made, our a‘. 
titude cannot be more than one of 
friendly receptivity. Meanwhile, how- 
ever, there is no reason why American 
exports to Russia should not be .n- 
creased without waiting for the treaty 
to crystallize.- It -will come eventually. 
ve hope, but it is not now esential as 


offer every reasonable inducement and 
encouragement to American merchants. 
The American exports to this country 
could be increased ten-fold. If the mag- 
nitude of the present opoprtunity was 
realized in America, there would be no 
hesitation. 

It is pretty well agreed in Russia that, 
whatever the results of the war, the 
Gefman monopoly of commercial ani 
technical activity is ended, and at tne 
fame time it is realized that Russi« 
herself is incapable of furnishing the 
agricultural machinery and equipment 
for one-sixth of the habitable globe. 

France is partly an agricultural and 
banking people, and England produces 
a high grade of articles which Russia 
does not require, and England does not 
really adapt her wares to new or un- 
usual requirements. Thus, Russians
